hibition situation in Washington, for 
months, centered on a critical con- 
troversy, has culminated in the shoot- 
ing down of a United States senator 
Mthin the shadow of the capitoL The 
enforcement of the prohibition la*s 
seems to be destined for a thorough 
airing in. congress. 


Senator Frank L. Oreen, ot Ver- 


mont, was shot in the head last night 
as A ca». protecting prohibition offi- 
cers, whirled in an alley oa Pennsyl- 
vania avenue after suspects of carry- 
ing booze. It appeared that the wound 
probably will prove fatal, although a. 
flnal determination of that awaited a. 
more careful pfays.clans* examination 


The senator was walking with his 


wife when the shooting occurred, less 
-than three blocks from, the capital: 
He was hit m the eye by a bullet fired 
•fro mone of the aunomoljiles. A pro-" 
hibition agent is undpr arrest but no 
formal charges ha-ve been placed 
against him. 
The attending physicians at Emer- 


gency hospital sarfd today that Mr. 
iGreene appeared to be somewhat bet- 
ter 
He was conscious and it was 


' hoped" thafthe bullet had not remain- 


*ed in his head, making necessary a 
serious operation. 
An x-ray exami-

Having given up hope of 'recovering 
his macnirre, which was -the. second 
one to figure In the sensational pro- 
c^edmgs against William Snead and 
Charles A- (Rube) Frazier:,now serv- 
ing terms In the state penitentiary, 
Air. Graveley h_as received a, letter 
'from the .Automobile Underwriters 
Detective Bureau, in Atlanta, which 
has had the case in charge, inform- 
ing him "that the court in Greensboro, 
which Is presided over "by Judge Col- 
lins, has awarded him the machine. 
He leaves today for the Gate City to 
bring back the car. but still stands 
a ,chance of losing it again but with 
a. chance of getting a. recourse as K 
is believed the car originally belong- 
e- to a- North Carolina man. Police

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Health Bulletin 


Calls Attention 
To Disease Spread 


o 


The n«c««wity of abundant precau- 


tion In treating and attending per- 
sons suffering from contagious dis- 
eases Is stressed in a bulletin issued 
this morning by City Health Officer 
R. W. Oarnett. 
The. bulletin points 


out the greatest dangers which are 
apt to be overlooked and he culls at- 
tention to the State law which re- 
f ulres the reporting of contagious dls- 
eaws to the health authorities. 
The 


bulletin is as follows: 


All catching diseases are caused by 


living poisons coming as a rule- from 
the body of some human being who 
has or has had the disease In ques- 
tion. 
The transfer of the»e poisons 


from one person to another is by 
means of body wastes. 


Group 
1. In/ measles, 
whooping 


cough anil tuberculosis and to some 
extent pneumonia colds, there is a 
cough and term-laden waste material 
is expelled from air passages as a 
spray or as sputum. These poisons 
are present often for days before, the 
disease is recognized. 
Therefore it 


Is manifestly .Important to get Into 
the habit of never coughing with the 
mouch uncovered nor of expectorat- 
ing carelessly. "Cover up your cough 
and sneeze or "else you will surely 
spread disease." 


Group II. In scarlet fever and diph- 


theria the germs are also growing in 
the throat and nose but there is no 
cough and therefore no spray shot 
out. 
In such diseases the gprms are 


spread by means of common eating 
and drinking utensils, by putting ob- 
jects, recently soiled with mouth and 
nose secretions into one's mouth and 
sometimes 
through 
contaminated 


food .eBpeclally milk. 


Group III. ,In typhoid fever, dysen- 


tery, etc., the poisons grow in the in- 
testinal tract and are thrown off In 
the intestinal discharges. 
Therefor*! 


safe disposal of such body wastes is a 
matter of grst Importance. 


Group IV. In small pox, chicken- 


pox, scfbies (itch) and ring worm, 
the germs are spread from the skin 
lisions and In the case of smallpox 
and chicken pox probably also by 
mouth and nose secretions in the early 
stage*. 
Group V. In pink eye and trachoma 


(granulated lids) the secretions of the 
eye carry the germ». 


An understanding of the fundamen- 


tal truths enables people to see where 
the danger lies and to take more in- 
telligent precautions as to how to con- 
trol the spread of diseases belonging 
to any of these groups- Safe *isposal 
of these body secretions and wastes 
Is, important. 
This witn formation

and consulting or large volumes, the,

The average furnace (I speak of 


hot air furnaces) seems to have been 
built when there "was not a brain.

At the April term of the 
grand jury in 1873 a man named Tim- 
othy Edward Caple was indicated for 
an assault to murder George W. Sis- 
ney 
Two attempts had been made 


on Sianey's life. The first, made while 
he was milking, failed through im- 
proper priming of the -would-be as- 
ffasains' gun.

second, made while 
Sisney and a relative were sitting at 
a. window, resulted in serious injury 
to both the latter. 


One of the men who first were ac- 
cused of the recent Cagle murder «t>ut 
who later has been released, was a 
grandson of George Sisney. It was 
further learned by the writer today 
that -ftfcen this man WAS Jiot named in 
the coroner's jury verdict, Handed
